TODAY IN BRISTOL 
A great many people talk about inflation as though 
it was something which, when started, keeps going like a 
bonfire, and continues through its cycle. 
Actually, it doesn't really work that way. It isn t 
the inflation itself which gets out of hand and runs away 
with itself, but the demand for it. 
Inflation works something like a leaky tire. Stop 
pumping, and the pressure begins going down, and pres­ 
ently your tire is flat again, and you have a depression. 
Inflation would be followed automatically by defla­ 
tion, if left alone. 
But government never lets inflation alone. Govern­ 
ment starts inflation out of shortsighted greed, trying to 
spend more than it has to spend. No matter how intelli­ 
gent the people are who live under the government, 
there is a plausible air of magic to the first round or two 
of inflation. The first dose of the drug is taken in fear 
and trembling, but its habit-forming effect is rapid. 
The government can’t afford to let inflation run dry, 
$tnd the people themselves, deluded with the idea that 
"inflation can be controlled," wouldn’t permit the govern­ 
ment to call off the inflation, after the bug has bit, even 
if public officials had the nerve to try. 
Go back over the years to 1934, when we actually 
began the present cycle of inflation—began it by taking 
the gold hacking away from the dollar, and arbitrarily 
revaluing the dollar to 59 cents. Periodically, our econ­ 
omy has slowed down. Inflation has faltered frequently. 
Always the same thing has happened. Upon one 
pretext or another, the ’’pumps have been primed.’’ That 
is to say, the Federal government has found some reason 
for spending vast sums not previously contemplated. 
Usually these pump-primings have been timed to 
take place a year or so ahead of national elections, on the 
assumption that in twelve months the impact of the spend­ 
ing would he at its peak, the country would have a 
‘ boom," and the voters would say "God bless Truman", 
and re-elect* him, or elect a Congress sympathetic with 
him. 
The political timing of the pump-priming has escaped 
the attention of many Americans/ including, it must be 
confessed, a good many anti-Truman members of Con­ 
gress. 
There have been, for example, many different lines 
of appraisal, criticism, analysis, etc., of the Marshall Ran, j 
and most of these concede one way or another that the 
program was a "failure" so far as achieving its avowed 
purposes is concerned. 
But the Marshall Ran, as a political expedient and 
as pump-priming, was eminently successful. It gave the 
nation a brief spell of good times, a boom atmosphere, that 
lasted through the 1948 election, and contributed in big 
fashion to the re-election of President Truman. More 
specifically, it was Marshall fund dollars, and other dollars 
closely associated with them, which bought political sup­ 
port at critical times and places during the campaign— 
bought farm goods at extravagantly high prices in the

One thing which is interesting about pump-priming 
is that it offers an excellent means of measuring inflation. 
Nothing shows more graphically the decay of the 
dollar than to measure the amounts which are needed to 
prime the pumpsr today, by comparison with what once 
was sufficient to prime them —* and to note how short a 
time the big pump-priming of the present lasts, by com­ 
parison with the duration of the earlier and much smaller 
doses. 
Back in the mid-Thirties, in what was the first experi­ 
ment with deliberate national pump-priming as a means 
of stimulating “prosperity,” the Roosevelt Administration 
handed out the sum of two billion dollars as artificially- 
created spending — that is, as extra spending, over and 
above normal government business. 
That sum was sufficient to pick up the flagging 
“boom” caused by the original shot-in-tbe-arm inflation— 
the 59-cent dollar. As a matter of fact, it not only restored 
public confidence in the New Deal experiment, but even, 
momentarily, balanced the national budget ("w e planned 
it that way” ) and convinced many people that the Depres­ 
sion was a thing of the past. 
But the boom of 137, which was virtually all the 
hysterical result of pump-priming, fell apart on its own 
momentum, and hard times came surging back in 1938. 
The two-billion-dollar pump-priming of the mid- 
Thirties lasted approximately two years. 
Measure this by comparison with, for example, the 
Marshall-Plan pump priming. During late 1947 and early 
1948, through the Marshall Plan, the extravagant military 
expenditures, various types of pre-existing foreign aid, 
and other varieties of pump-priming a sum of approxi­ 
mately $20 billions was injected into our national econ­ 
omy. Another $20 billions was ladled out trying to keep 
the boom alive after the election. Yet the entire amount 
vanished like sand in a rat-hole, and the artificial boom 
lasted barely a year. 
A little over a year ago, the Korean W ar offered a 
new excuse for pump-priming on a wholly unprecedented 
scale, and billions in such numbers that they can barely be 
estimated were turned loose. Moreover, inflation was 
given the impetus of scarcity as well as that of more abun­ 
dant dollars. Yet the boom which resulted showed signs 
of running out within little more than six months, and re­ 
cently we have seen such unexpected developments as 
falling prices, labor lay-offs, etc. 
Now we come to the critical hour when another round 
of pump-priming is inevitable, in preparation for next 
year s bid of the Trumanites to get themselves re-elected. 
Hence we see references to $25 billion dollar f o r e s ­ 
aid program, to incredibly vast new armament spending 
programs, to “point four” spending around the globe. 


Depending on what Congress will stand for, it it 
obvious that the Federal government will be committed to 
between $30 and $50 billions over and above the national 
budget itself, which will be 30 to 40 per cent higher than 
I this year’s record-breaker.
